Tris very common to obſerve, that the Exg- 


liſh Nation has never been free from the Con- 
tagion of Party; and that under its preſent 
Eſtabliſnment it never poſſibly can; this being 
the neceſſary Product of that mix d Form 

Government which is Eſtabliſh'd' amongſt us: 
But then we muſt Remark again; that, ſince 
no Human Affair or Inſtitution is exempt from

a Controverſie, under which Adminiſtration 
we \were really moſt in Danger of one of theſe 
Two Extreams.

A King of England, a profels'd Papiſt, and 
conſequentiy a ſworn Enemy to its preſent 
Eftabli foreſeeing that the Crown of 
that Kingdom wou d fall into Proteſtant Hands, 
upon his Death: (he having no Iſſue) in the 
Opinion of moſt People, contriv'd the Birth of 
2 Spurious Prince; but thro violent Proceed- 
ings, and Male-Adminiſtration, both he and

of War, Cc. he ſet Sail for Scotland, where 
the greateſt Part of that Kingdom were Pre- 
judic'd in his Favour. And now, Sir, you are 
to underſtand, that the Second Siſter, in Purſuit 
of the above-mention'd War, is Victorious and 
Succeſsful, beyond the Faith, almoſt, of Hiſtory; 
and the Perſons employ d under her, all known 
Enemies to the French King, and his Friends; 
inſomuch, that the Subjects of England, who 
engage in the Impoſtor's Quarrel, endeavour to 
blacken and embarraſs them in their Proceed- 
ings; and, at laſt, prevail upon the Queen to 
engage in Secret Terms of Peace with the French 
King; and, in ſome Time, to put a finiſhing 
Hand to it ; notwithſtanding the Remonſtrances 
and Memorials of many of her Allies; particu- 
larly the Elector of Brunſwick, whom the Engliſh 
Parliament have declar'd to be the next Legal 
and Rightful Succeſſor to the Crown : To which 
the Pretender, at the Place of Congreſs appointed 
for that Purpoſe, entred his Proteſt z and upon 
which the Exgliſ Court carry'd- it but by 


— 
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very few Votes, that our Trade was vor Ruin d 
thereby, and the Succeſſion, by Law Eſtabliſh'd, 
in Danger; upon warm Debates in both Houſes 
of Parliament, upon thoſe; Two Queſtions; 
which Vote had not been carry'd, had not 
Twelve New Peers been created for that Pur- 
poſe, and:to ſkreen the prime Miniſter of State 
from a Parliamentary Cenſure for the ſame.
